Craddock used that time to write a 
play about his views on theatre 

“I started trying to be subtle and 
not write a whiny diatribe of 
resentment. It’s about the wran- 
gling of the generations — the 
young people who get the jobs and 
the older generation who star in 
the plays,” said the 26-year-old 
actor. 

Exactly how old is this older 
generation? 

“You spend a lot of time stand- 
ing there looking out at the audi- 
ence as a peon,” explained Crad- 
dock. “And there’s a lot of blue 
hair. You also see guys sitting in 
their uncomfortable suits trying to 
impress their dates. Larger the- 
atres are afraid to appeal to 
younger people because they fig- 
ure that they have TV and movies 
(to keep themselves entertained).” 

In that sense, theatre has 
become a place to be seen. But 
theatre “should be good for what 
ails ya,” said Craddock. “It should 
be a spiritual thermometer for 
society but, in more modern times, 
it’s become a social ritual for peo- 
ple who habitually go.” 

To that end, Craddock is writing 
plays for his generation. He 
doesn’t have a classical point of 
view. He doesn’t like ballet and 
has no intense appreciation for 
opera.

With a great-grandfather who was a Presbyterian minister, a grand- 
father who was a theologian, and a father who was an anthropologist, 
it might have seemed a certainty that James Oliver Buswell IV would 
follow into the world of academe. However, it was his pianist and 
organist mother who fostered and nurtured his latent musical talents. 
As a result, the Fort Wayne, Indiana, native began lessons when he 
was only five. By the age of seven, he had become the youngest-ever 
violin soloist with the New York Philharmonic Children’s Concerts. 

Buswell will be in Edmonton to hold master classes at the Alberta 
College Conservatory of Music on Friday, March 19, from 6 - 9 p.m. at 
PCL Hall and on Saturday, March 20, from 6:30 - 8:30 p.m. at Muttart

Also in the coming days, cellist Janos Starker holds master classes 
at the University of Alberta Department of Music. Born in Budapest, 
Hungary, Starker began his studies with Adolf Cziffer at the Budapest 
Academy of Music when only seven. He began teaching his first pupil 
at the age of eight and gave his first solo public performance at 11. 

Following advanced studies at the Franz Liszt Academy, he became 
first cellist with the Budapest Opera and the Budapest Philharmonic 
Orchestra. He emigrated to the United States in 1948, continuing his 
career with the Dallas Symphony, the Metropolitan Opera Orchestra 
and the Chicago Symphony. Starker has been universally acknowl- 
edged as one of the great virtuoso cellists of our time.

ax player Joshua Redman seems to lead a 
O siarmed life. In fact, if he didn’t come across as 
genuine and personable, you'd probably find a way 
of resenting him, in much the same way Jan Brady 
always hated Marcia 

As a Harvard grad poised to go to Yale Law School 
in 1991, Redman took a year off to weigh his options. 
It was then he began to seriously pursue his interest 
in tenor sax, an instrument he'd picked up at age 10 
and that his father Dewey had become famous for 
playing alongside Ornette Coleman. He never made it 
baek to law school and has since recorded six albums 
as leader, won critics’ and readers’ polls on an annual 
basis, and shifted a lot of units (well, for a jazz artist) 

“Jazz doesn’t parallel anything,” he said with a 
laugh from his home outside New York City. “Within 
the jazz world I've been pretty successful, so I feel 
fortunate about that. But I don’t allow the fame or the 
hype or the success to affect any of my own artistic 
needs and drive. It doesn’t affect my own self-criti- 
cism and my own need to keep pushing and learning 
music.” 

Contrary to what you’d expect, Redman says his 
mother, Renee Shedroff, was the formative influence 
on his interest in the arts and his diligence in pursuing 
his passions. 

“I had a great childhood. My father 
wasn't around but my mother was a 
great parent. She was loving and sup- 
portive and challenging and inspira- 
tional. She exposed me to all different 
sorts of music and so many things in 
art and literature that she really gave 
me a well-rounded and grounded 
background.” 

The variety of music Redman heard 
growing up is reflected in the selections on his latest 
album, Timeless Tales (for Changing Times). 
Alongside standards by the Gershwins, Irving Berlin 
and Cole Porter, Redman has translated tunes by 
Stevie Wonder, Bob Dylan, the Beatles and Prince 
into the jazz idiom. That might sound like the formula 
for elevator music, but Redman’s melodic sense and 
talent for arranging reconcile the songs with jazz tra- 
dition. 

Not to suggest he’s a traditional jazz musician. “I 
shy away from the word ‘traditional’ because it 
implies this whole political and cultural stance which, 
not only am I not a part of, in some ways ['m opposed 
to,” he said. 

“I don’t think the value of jazz lies in recapturing a 
past glory or remaining true to established codes of 
musical conduct. That’s not what jazz is about to me 
at all.” 

Redman plans to play tunes from the album and

Emily Hughes casts light 
on small secrets. 

“The actor is too tall, but 
he’s got the walk right,” she 
said of the actor hired to 
portray Breau in the film. 
“Pat (Methany’s) connec- 
tion to Lenny is not a 
strong one,” she suggested. 

Of Liona Boyd, who opted 
out of a three-way jam with 
Breau and Chet Atkins, 
Hughes remarked bluntly: 
“She’s out of her league and she 
knows it.” And of Breau, himself. 
at one point: “I always thought he 
sounded like Kermit the Frog 
when he sang this.” 

The documentary airs Tuesday, 
March 23 at 5:30 p.m. on the 
Bravo! network, tracing the extra- 
ordinary tale of Breau’s unparal- 
leled genius as a guitarist — three- 
year-old prodigy; mastery of 
numerous different styles from 
country to jazz and classical and 
beyond; and problems with drugs 
and aleohol until his tragic, 
unsolved end at the bottom of a 
swimming pool.

In this film by Amon Buch- 
binder, an older sister comes 
home from college determined to 
have it out with her stepfather. 
After an absence of two years, 
Kirsti has returned to face her 
demons (or, in this case, demon — 
the parent who began abusing her 
when she was eight-years-old). 

Her stepfather, however, has left 
for his cabin, the very place where 
the abuse began when he took her 
away under the guise of a 
father/daughter fishing trip. After a 
confrontation with her unhelpful 
mother, Kirsti decides not to wait 
for his return. Unable to remember 
the location of the cabin, though, 
Kirsti enlists the help of her 
younger sister Jessie. 

Jessie will only come along in 
exchange for a $50 bribe and an 
extra spot in Kirsti’s second-hand 
pickup truck for her scrawny, pot- 
head friend Murdoch. The three 
girls hit the road on different mis- 
sions’ — Kirsti seeks her stepfa- 
ther, Jessie just wants her money, 
and Murdoch is stuck in the mid- 
dle with her own set of problems 
and a Ziploc bag full of dope. 

The stepfather doesn’t know it, 
but trouble is heading his way.

cast and, since the clarity of the 
characters is essential to the suc- 
cess of this film, the strength of 
these performances is evident 
early on. With acting experience 
that between the three of them 
varies from little to none, Irwin, 
Hood and Henry deliver solid 
work. 

Equally inexperienced is writer 
Michelle Lovretta, but the depth in 
the characters and the complexity 
of the dialogue don’t betray her 
lack of writing credits. The 
Fishing Trip has the gritty flavor 
that marks it as an independent 
Canadian film of high calibre. The 
theme is not new, but Lovretta 
stays away from stereotypes and 
paints a highly believable portrait 
of sisters pitted against the world 
and each other by incest. 

Luckily, the weighty subject 
matter of The Fishing Trip is tem- 
pered by just enough dry adoles- 
cent humor to keep things authen- 
tic. By avoiding the movie-of-the- 
week formula of dealing with the 
stories of survivors of abuse, 
Buchbinder and Lovretta manage 
to tell a story that is as much about 
revenge as it is about healing.

12 — most recently, Cooking for 
Two) and host of CBC’s The 
Urban Peasant, is famous for his 
love of culinary substitution and 
spontaneity, so it was no surprise 
he’s no fan of traditional journal- 
istic niceties. So we settled our- 
selves in at one of downtown's 
newest and most tony eateries, 
Character’s Restaurant (10257 - 
105 St.) and did what any two rea- 
sonable people should do when 
sharing a good meal: we had a 
long, rambling conversation. 

I can't say I've learnt as much 
or enjoyed myself as much in a 
very long time. Within minutes of 
ordering our meal (a broad selec- 
tion from the restaurant’s lunch 
menu — pasta, steak sandwich 
and lamb), Barber was teaching 
me how to “chew” my wine as a 
tangible example of his very sen- 
sory attitude toward food and 
dining. 

Barber may be a proponent of 
culinary accessibility, but he’s not 
a force for culinary complacency. 
According to him, you have to 
work at your appreciation of 
food, just like you'd work at your 
appreciation of anything else — 
movies, art, music. Wine, espe- 
cially red wine like the Cabernet 
Sauvignon 97 we enjoyed, has a 
“multi-dimensional” nature, a 
complicated taste that can only 
ay j “ be appreciated with some effort. 
ee “You have to chew red wines 
and really taste the sunshine, the 
trace elements that went into its 
making,” Barber said, as I dili- 
gently chewed. “Each bottle of 
wine is a unique experience that 
can never be duplicated. 

“A lot more is to be gained by 
thinking about your food,” he 
continued. “Things you won't

The restaurant’s cut of lamb was 4 
perfect and the best part always” 
hugs the bone; we just let food 
snobbery get in the way of our’ 
culinary enjoyment. 

Food snobbery also takes casu-" 
alties in regards to ingredients 
and choice of dishes, adds 
Barber, who was impressed with” 
the restaurant’s decision to serve 
lamb with boiled beets and baked 
beans (a white bean ragout, to be= 
precise) — ingredients unfairly 
saddled with reputations as “poor 
foods” and, hence, ignored by 
fine eating establishments 

We ended our meal with cups 
of espresso. Barber is as passion- 
ate a fan of coffee as he is of fine 
cuisine. Character’s espresso got 
full points from us both — rich, 
potent and served in a thick, 
warm cup, with a satisfying top- 
ping of espresso cream (kinda 
like my conversation with Barber 
a tiny, perfect jolt of potent 
culinary enjoyment).

Struggling with holdovers from another time, some women wish they had balls

he ad caught my eye: “Good 
Girls No More — A women’s 
workshop for recovering good 
girls.” I think it appealed to the 
still-recovering Catholic girl in me. 
I called up the woman who runs 
the workshop. Frances Kucharsky 
is a Montreal-based psychothera- 
pist who, according to her flyer, 
uses psychology, yoga, feminism 
and art to help good girls get over 
it. 
I know. It sounds flaky. 
Kucharsky uses a lot of that 
“reclaim your identity, find your 
voice” new-agey lingo that drives 
me nuts (I had to bite my tongue 
when she starting talking about 
Winston's struggle for “self-intima- 
cy” in George Orwell's 1984), but 
the reason she started the work- 
shop is, unfortunately, very solid. 
Women still make themselves 
crazy (sometimes quite literally) 
trying to please everyone but 
themselves. 
That is, by being good. 
“Many women’s belief system is 





based on the idea that ‘I must 
always be good,” Kucharsky 
explains. 

“In the workshop, I get them to 
think about what they give up in 
order to live up to that belief sys- 
tem — things like their own 
desires, their own needs.” 

In other words, their personali- 
ty. 

No wonder the biggest com- 
plaint therapists get from women, 
according to Kucharsky, is that 
they feel like impostors. 

“In many regards they are,” she 
says. “They spend all their time 
doing what they think will be 
pleasing to others instead of just 
doing what would please them- 
selves.” 


We're liars, too. “If a woman is 
not supposed to be selfish, she will 
pretend to have your best interest 
at heart,” says Kucharsky. “It’s one 
of a number of accommodating 
mechanisms we use.” 

As in: “No really, I’m not angry.” 
“Yes, our communication be- 
comes manipulative or confused,” 
Kucharsky says of this example. 
“Eventually, we don’t know what 

we want.” 

And it’s all your fault, of course. 
“Women are notorious blamers,” 
she agrees, “because we see our- 
selves as victims and the only 
power a victim has is to blame 
someone else.” 

Kinda depressing, ain’t it? 

As a matter of fact, says Kuch- 
arsky, depression is a major conse- 
quence of our perpetually pleasing 
manner. And it’s rampant among 
women. 

But wasn’t feminism supposed 
to fix all this? Aren’t women finally 
supposed to be empowered and in 
control?
